Claims 36-38, 44-53, 59-67 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest art taught 
by Young et al (WO98/35705) teaches to use a full length heat shock protein of M. Tuberculosis 
hsp70 to make a fusion protein that contains a fragment having a high homology to the hsp of 
current application SEQ ED NO: 8. However, no prior art teaches or suggests a composition 
comprising a fusion protein made by a heat shock protein precisely encoded by SEQ ID NO: 8 
joined with a heterologous antigenic protein or peptide. Especially, the SEQ ID NO: 8 is much 
smaller than the hsp70 (210 amino acids vs. more than 600 amino acids) as disclosed in the prior 
art, wherein the non-matched amino acid residue occurs in the middle of the fragment. No prior 
art teaches or suggests that this particular sequence with such a mutation is necessary for 
maintaining the biological function of the M. Tuberculosis hsp70.
